Each of the 36 Chinesc are on bond 
of £100 to depart’ from Austrolia 
by the ss. Nankln, leaving Sydney 
cn November 13 for Hongkong, 
where. they will be disembarked. 
'The bonds, totalling £3,600, were 
signed by the Chinese Consul General 
in Sydney, who is responsible for the 
departure of the men. 


Halt of the cost of transporting the 
men to Hongkong, totalling £500, is 
being borne by the owners of the 
Siiksworth, Hongkong Investments 
Ltd. The remaining half will be 
borne by the Chinese Government..

He had no success and came back 
to England, where he shipped’ ns 4 
saitor on a carto bont bound for West’ 
Africa, : 

At Lagos he went down with fever,

DRAWN REVOLVERS 


The ship called ot Las Palmas, in 
the Cannries, the birthplace of 
Franco's revolt, Mr, Whyard went 
ashore to ace the town, and In a cnfe 
mentioned to the cashier that he had 
visited Spain, : 

When he returned to the ship two 
hours Jater, Mr. Whyard told me; 
n squad of pollce, with drawn re- 
volvers, prevented * him 
and took him to thelr headquarters. 

After belng searched he uppeared 
before a judge, The interpreter was 
a Spaniard who, had been detained 
for five months on n charge of having 
served with the British Red Cross in 
Government Spain, and who had been 
so bndly beaten up that he — could 
walk only with the ald of a crutch. 

Mr. Whyard was informed that the 
Spanish Government, visa on his 
passport and various posses he -had 
kept: as souvenirs, had convinced the 
authoritics that he was a spy. , 

He gave an account of his move. 
ments before and after leaving Spain, 
He -demanded to see the British Con 
sul. He wis not allowed to do so. 

After Inlerrogntion by other ofMf- 
cials, de was taken before a military 
tribunal and asked where he hod 
left the attache case with — which 
he had Innded, and who were his ac- 
complices. But he had not landed 
with a case, ‘ : 

Then he was told that his British 
passport was not penuine, and was 
accused of being ‘a Government 
oMmecer. ; : 

Finally he was told that he would 
be shot, ond was Jocked in a cell 
outside which’ sat two armed police, 
Throughout the night the guard took 
great pleasure in conveying to him 
by yestures the agonics of execution. 

He manned, unseen by them, to 
scribble messozes to the  Britlsh 
Consul on pieces of cigarctte carton, 
and threw them through the win« 
dow, but they were never delivered, 
» At 10 am, he was chained and 
driven away. in a car along a lonely 
roud. They’ reached o group of 
buildings surrounded “by a double 
wall on which were fook-out posts. 

Several times, as they neared the 


prison,- tho --car--wasr—. stopped — by-

demanded the credentials of

- Mr. Whyard was dragntd: out ‘of

RUBBER TRUNCHEON 


His clothes were taken from him 
and he wis given rope sandals and 
old rags. . . a 

-For sixthoura he was made to 
stand at attention in the centre of 
a cobbled courtyard beneath a glare 
ing sun. Every time he moved a 
fraction he was beaten across the 
head or shins with a Jong rubber 
trunchcon, 

" Next phase of his torture was to 
make him carry heavy stones until 
he almost collapsed. 

From fellow prisoners he — Icarnt 
that more than 200 had = already 
fuced the firing squad that year in 
the prison, and that those who were 
dead were deemed luckier than those 
who stiJl lived to be tortured. 

During the night they Iearnt that 
one of them wag to be shot in the 
morning, 

“They were all shaking my hand. 
There wos no commiscration, but 
rather congratulation,” Mr. Whyard 
recalled, ‘ 

Meals consisted of & thin cup of 
coffee at 6 om. a small bread roll 
and a bowl of bean soup at noon, 
and a pannikin of vermicelli water 
at 8 pm 

On this meagre dict prisoners had 
to labour twelve hours a day. 

“At the end of the day they ‘were 

almost tod weak to move," said Mr, 
Whyard. "Their eyes burned’. like 
coal jn ‘their thin faces, and with 
thelr shaven heads, gave them ol- 
most .demoniacal look, ‘ 
* “Some of them had been in‘ this 
living hell for over a year, but they 
still possessed magnificent courage 
behind thelr scars." 

Two doys Inter came on surprise 
visit from the Britlsh Consul, Al- 
though officials had denied the arrest 
of Mr, Whyard, the Consul discaver- 
ed where he was Imprisoned. He 
had tearned by chance of the trint. 

Next day Mr. Whyard was relear- 
ed, and after belng kept under strict 
survelllance for two days was placed 
on a ship bound for England. 

“Tt was 60 terrible that it all scems 
liken horelblo dream now,!''- he 
added, “except when I loole at the 
scars on my ankles caused by the leg 
irons we had to wear night and day. 
And then I know that it was real.”

BRITON’S 
STORY OF 
TORTURE. 


‘KEPT PRISONER 
BY FRANCO'S 
MEN © 


7 London, Oct. 24. 

Beaten up by Franco's thugs, 
falsely accused of being o spy> 
herded with natives in a secrot 
prison, and told he would be shot. 
.. Such was the, .dventure of Mr. 
Arthur H. Whyard, a Highbury. 
man, who has just arrived back in 
London after his escape from the 
firing squad, writes a correspond- 
ent. 


Hin only “crime” was that he had 
been in Republican 
He went there carly this year to 
try to enrn a lving by writing. 

He had no success and came baci 
to England, where he shipped as 2a 
sailor on a caro boat bound for West 
Africa, : 

At Lagos he went down with fever, 
and after o long stay in hospital re~ 
turned on the Accra as a convalescent 
passenger. . 


DRAWN REVOLVERS 


The ship called at Las Paimus, in 
the Cuannries,, the — birthplace of 
Franco’s revolt. Mr. Whyard went 
ashore to see the town, and in:a cafe 
mentioned to the cashier that he had 
visited: Spain. . 

When he returned to the ship two 
hours later, Mr. Whyard told me, 
a squad of police, with drawn re- 
volvers, prevented him embarking 
und took him to thelr headquarters. - 

After being searched he appeared 
before a judge. The Interpreter was 
a Spaniard who had been detained 
for five months on a charge of having 
served with the British Red Cross in 
Government Spain, and who had been 
so badly benten up that he could 
walk only with the ald of a crutch. 

Mr. Whyard was informed that the 
Spanish Government visu on his 
passport and various passes he had 
kept as souvenirs, had convinced the 
authorities that he was a spy. 

He gave an account of-his move- 
ments before and after leaving Spain. 
He demanded to see the British Con- 
sul. He was not allowed to do so. 

After Interrogation by other offl- 
cials, he was taken before a military” 
tribunal and asked where. he had 
left the attache case with which 
he had landed, and who were his ac- 
complices, But he had not Janded 
with a ense. 

Then he was told that his British 
passport was not genuine, and was 
accuscd of being a Government 
oMecer. 

Finally he was told that he would 
be shot, and was locked in a cell 
outside which sat two armed police. 
Throughout the ninht the guard took 
great pleasure in conveying to’ hi 
by stestures the astonies of execution. 

He managed, unseen by them, to 
scribble messages to .the | British 
Consul on pieces of clgarette carton, 
and threw them through the win- 
dow. but’ they were never delivered. 

At 10 am. he was chained and 
driven away In a car along a lonely 
road. They reached 1 group of 
“Huildiiyis surrounded — by- a--double 
wall on which were lonk-out posts, 

Several times, as they neared the 
prison, the car was stopped by 
soldicrs with fixed bayonets who 
demanded the credentinls of the 
senior officer in the car. 

Mr. Whyard was dragged out of 
the car. and his manacies were ree 
moved. Then his hand was Imocked 
up, to the Fasclst salute, and one of 
the guards mode gesture of pulling 
n. trigger. ; 


RUBBER TRUNCHEON - 


His clothes were taken from ‘him 
and he was given rope sandals and 
old rags. 

For six hours he was made to 
sland at attention in the centre of 
a cobbled courtyard beneath a glare 
ing sun. Every {ime he moved a 
fraction he wns beaten across the 
hend or shing with a long’ rubber 
trunchcon, 

Next phase of his torture was to 
make hin carry heavy stones until 
he almost collapsed. 

From f{ellow prisoners he learnt 
{hat more than 200 had nlready 
faced the firing squad that year in 
the prison, and that those who were 
dead were deemed luckier than those 
who still fived to be tortured. 

During the night they learnt that 
one of them was to be shot in the 
morning. 

“They were all shnking my -hand. 
There was no  commiscration, but 
rather congratulation,” Mr, Whyard 
recalled, . . 

Meals consisted of u thin cup df 
coffee at G am., a small bread -roll 
and, a bowl of bean soup at noon, 
and a pannikin of vermicelli water 
uspmi ' 

On this meagre dict ptisoners ‘had 
to labour twelve hours a day. 

“Ast the end of the dny they were 
‘nlmost. too weak to move,” said Mr. 
Whyard. “Their eyes burned like 
conl in their thin faces, and With 
their shnven heads, save ‘them al- 
most o demoniacal look. . 

“Some of them had been In this 
living hell for over a year, but they 
still possess¢d. magnificent courage 
behind their scars,” . 

Two days later cname_n surprise 
visit. from the British Consul. Al- 
though officinls had denied the arrest 


of Mr. Whyard, the Consul discover= |. 


ed where he was Imprisoned. He 
had learned by chanco of the trial. 

Next day Mr. Whyard was releas- 
ed, and after being kept under strict 
surveillance for two days was placed 
on n ship bound for England. 

“It, was go terrible that it all seems 
Uke ‘a -horrible dream now,” he 
added, “except when'I look at the 
scars on my ankles caused by the leg’ 
jrons we had to wear night and day. 
And then I know that It was rea

Statistics were not avallable show- 
ing the number of Chinese who were 
refugees in the Colony, though the 
number was considerable. 

British refugees from Shanghai 
numbered approximately 3,500 women 
nnd 300 men, of whom the majority 
had made private arrangements for 
uecammodation. Up to 750 had been 
maintained in the Government 
centres, but at the present the num- 
ber was about 400, 


SATISFACTORY FINANCE 


In all of the clreumstances, the
